The academic year 1970-71 was a year of new 
awareness on the Henderson Campus. Attempts 
were made to improve student-to-student and facul- 
ty-to-student communications. 

Early in the year a group of students organized 
to make the two year mandatory ROTC program into 
a voluntary one. After considerable peaceful action 
by the group, the issue was presented to the Board 
of Trustees. The Board voted to drop the two year 
mandatory ROTC program at Henderson. 

A black-white student workshop, utilizing consul- 
tants from several out-of-state institutions, seemed 
to be a good starting point for better communication 
and understanding. Hopefully this type of activity 
will be continued and expanded to-touch more stu- 
dents. 

Beginning in the Fall the Council of Deans will 
implement a new policy regarding courses that are 
repeated. A student who repeats any “D”’ or “F” 
grade during his first 60 attempted hours, prior to 
his 90th attempted hour, will have only the last grade 
and credits used in figuring the cumulative grade 
point average. 

There was some talk of a student judicial board 
to be established in mens’ residence halls. Significant 
student interest was not apparent but there is hope 
that the idea will be developed. It would appear that 
if discipline is to be an educational experience then 
students must be given, and be willing to accept, the 
responsibility for operating a judicial system. 

A student tutoring program was established by the 
Division of Student Affairs. Student and faculty 
tutors offered the free service to all students who 
indicated they needed assistance. 

The Student Senate spent more of its time this year 
bringing entertainment to the campus than trying to 
provide student government. Recognizing the prob- 
lem, the Senate is studying some form of Union 
Board that would administer all entertainment activ- 
ities, and free the Senate for governmental improve- 
ment. Basically the discussion centers on eliminating 
the out-dated class structure for elective office and 
replacing it with more relevant interest groups on 
the campus. 
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The year 1940 was a troubled one. 
Students released fears and anxie- 
ties through frivolous fun, gold-fish 
swallowing and campus-wide 
boosting. 

The year 1971 has also been a 
troubled one. Students are faced 
with a war in Vietnam, unrest at 
home, and a search for peace within 
themselves. Henderson has not ex- 
perienced violent protests common 
to many larger colleges. However, 
Henderson students share with 
other collegians the hope for world 
wide peace.

We liked people; and we liked 
what they liked. 
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A continuous cavalcade of people 
passed by us each day. In their smiles and 
frowns, we saw the glint of hope and de- 
termination, the blur of despair and sur- 
render. 

And we found we lived better when we 
associated with people. Sometimes they 
made us feel important. Sometimes they 
raised us from drudgery. Sometimes they 
were good. Sometimes they made us feel | 
great. And we were grateful; and we 
wished we could do the same for someone 
else, sometime. And that was when we 
recognized life’s secret; We cannot know 
God unless we love all people, his children.

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SEASON’S RECORD 


New faces with new offenses and a revamped defense 
were the trademarks of the 1970 Reddies. Gone were 
the game-winning miracles of Tommy Hart and with 
them, some thought, the explosiveness of the Redmen’s 
attack. But the Reddies unveiled some surprises which 
reminded some Henderson fans of the late 60’s and gave 

| others a promising forecast of the 70’s. 
| Although the offense was inconsistent, it did give the 
Reddie followers several thrills in the form of game-sav- 
ing runs late in the contests. James White, Darrell Hor- 
ton, Charlie Walker, and Dickie Black all had runs of 
forty yards or more to set up winning touchdowns during 
| a season of rebuilding. 

The defense provided the rallying point of the Reddies 
during the season. One of the nation’s leaders in defense 
against the pass, HSC boasted a total of sixteen inter- 
ceptions, seven by 4-time ALL-AIC Stan Parris. 

With the traditions established by the teams of the 
sixties and the experience gained by the youthful Red- 
men of this season, the Reddies indeed look like the team 
of the seventies.

James White opened the 1970 Reddie football season 
with a 40-yard scamper with three minutes left in the 
game to give the Redmen a 14-10 victory over a rugged 
Mississippi College team. Earlier Henderson had taken 
a 7-0 lead when junior quarterback Dickie Black sprinted 
four yards for a touchdown, and Ray Reynolds added 
the extra point. Following a third quarter Choctaw scor- 
ing aerial and a 28-yard field goal, White took a pitch-out 
and broke behind the blocking of Tom Hogan down the 
left sideline for the winning TD.

The Reddies captured their second victory in as many 
games with a 13-7 victory over Southeastern State of 
Oklahoma at Haygood Stadium. Dickie Black gave Hen- 
derson its first score with a six-yard run midway through 
the first quarter. Black’s scoring jaunt climaxed a 60-yard 
drive in nine plays. 

The Redmen added to their score when substitute 
quarterback Lewis Pryor plunged over from one yard 
out capping an 80-yard march in six plays. A key play 
in the winning drive was a 21-yard pass to right end John 
Ford which kept the march alive. 

Southeast Oklahoma capitalized on a blocked punt | 
which gave the visitors possession on HSC’s three yard 
line. Two plays later, Clarence Hudson, drove over for 
S. E. Oklahoma’s only score.

The Reddies traveled to Russellville to meet pre-sea- 
son favorite, Arkansas Tech in their first conference 
game of the year. Henderson opened with Dickie Black 
at quarterback, who engineered a touchdown drive on 
HSC’s first possession to take an early 7-0 lead. Black 
passed to Stan Parris, playing split end for one of the 
very first times in his college career, who took it over 
for the score. 

However, the early attack was the Redmen’s only 
consistent offensive show of the night. The Tech Wonder 
Boys took advantage of a blocked punt, fumble recov- 
ery, and a pass interception to post a 23-7 win. 


HSC 0; Southern State 4 


Unable to recover from the loss to Arkansas Tech, 
the Reddies dropped their second conference game to 
Southern State College. The loss marred an outstanding 
effort by the Reddie defense which completely shut down 
SSC’s explosive offense. However the Mulerider defense 
scored two safeties to post the unlikely final score of 
4-0. 

On their first two possessions of the game, the Reddies 
were trapped in their own end zone to account for the 
only scores of the contest. Southern State was able to 
hold that 4-0 first quarter Jead for the distance in the 
battle of punts.

The Reddies jumped off to an early lead in a non-con- 
ference game with Florence State University, but failed 
to hold on for the victory as the Lions pulled out a 30-20 
win. 

Quarterback Lewis Pryor carried the ball on scoring 
plays of 18 and 19 yards early in the game, but Florence 
came back and tied the score at 14-14 by the half. 

On their first possession of the second half, Florence 
drove for a touchdown and gained the lead, which they 
never relinquished. A safety by Florence on a fumbled 
punt gave the Lions two more points and a nine-point 
lead. Later a fake punt play on fourth down failed and 
the lions quickly capitalized. Henderson’s final rally 
ended with a score but it was not enough.

Following an explosive 73-yard screen pass scor- 
ing play by the winless Boll Weevils, White provided 
his own type of fireworks with a jaunt around right end 
for 43 yards to tie the score. A&M retaliated with two 
scores before Morehart’s fumble recovery on the visi- 
tor’s 25-yard line gave Dickie Black the opportunity to 
move HSC to the one in three plays. Darrell Horton’s 
plunge and Morehart’s extra point provided the final 
score.

The toe of James Morehart gave the Reddies a 12-6 
victory over AlC-contender Harding and gave the im- 
proving Reddies their first conference victory. Morehart, 
a sophomore defensive end, put the Reddies out in front 
early in the second quarter with a 27-yard field goal and 
ten minutes later added another one, this time from 29 
yards out. 

Henderson opened their scoring when Charlie 
Walker’s 24-yard run set up Dickie Black’s 17-yard scor- 
ing toss to John Ford. Harding, needing a victory to keep 
alive their hopes for the AIC crown, was stopped three 
times deep in Reddie territory in the second half by key 
defensive plays. Stan Parris intercepted a Bison aerial 
on the two, Danny Howard fell on a fumble at the five, 
and Don Braddock sealed the Reddie victory with a 
fumble recovery at the HSC 15 with less than three 
minutes remaining in the game. 


The big-play explosiveness returned to the Reddies as 
Dickie Black, Charley Walker, and Darrell Horton each 
had runs of 60 yards or more to give the Reddies a 17-10 
win over State College of Arkansas. Walker opened the 
Big Red victory parade late in the first quarter with a 
61-yard scamper to the Bear eight to set up Dickie 
Black’s touchdown. Black then repeated Walker’s feat 
with a 63-yard jaunt of his own to the SCA two-yard 
line from where he scored three plays later. After HSC’s 
defense had stymied the Bears late in the game, Darrell 
Horton capped the Reddie’s fireworks with a 69-yard run 
to set up James Morehart’s 27-yard field goal which 
ended a most productive Reddie evening.

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71 Season Marks End 
of Davis’s Reddie Career 


The 1970-71 season was one of contrasts. It opened 
amid confident optimism, suffered through a midseason 
slump, and closed with a mild resurgence. It contained 
the excitement of a victory over national power Stephen 
F. Austin, but was marred by three one-point losses in 
critical games. It marked the end of the Danny Davis 
era, but it revealed several bright new faces, each fore- 
casting continuing Reddie success. 

Danny Davis, a 6’10” product of Caddo Gap, finished 
his college career as Henderson’s greatest scorer, hitting 
for over 1800 points in four seasons. Named AIl-AIC 
and NAIA All-American three times, Davis led Reddie 
teams to two AIC championships and twice to Kansas 
City as NAIA District 17 representatives. Considered by 
many to be one of the best natural shooters in the college 
ranks, Davis, as a senior, connected on 61% of his shots 
which ranked in the top ten nationally. In one stretch, 
Davis connected for double figures in over 50 consecu- 
tive games spanning three seasons. 

John Herron, a Jr. college transfer from Grand Rapids, 
also finished his college career in the 1971 season. A 
team leader in both performance and spirit, Herron’s 
injury midway through the season put a severe dent in 
the Reddie machine. It came only four games after the 
6’5" forward had scored a career-high of 32 points in 
a win over State College. In the fifteen games Herron 
played in 1971, he averaged 13.9 points per contest. 

Another big gun in the big Red arsenal was 6'6” Mike 
Peterson. Peterson, also an ALL-AIC selection, pulled 
down 257 rebounds, second only to Davis. A Peterson 
specialty, the high-altitude fall-away jumper, resulted in 
463 points during the season, an average of 17.1 per 
game. 

Responsible for getting the ball to these big men were 
Don English, a two-time ALL-AIC honorable mention, 
Donnie Matlock, a transfer from Westark Jr. College, 
and Mike Holloway, a junior from Smackover. English 
led the Reddies in assists.

Danny Davis exploded for twenty-one points in the 
second half, and Donnie Matlock sunk thirteen key free 
throws as the Reddies grabbed their biggest win of the 
season in their home opener. The victim was Stephen 
F. Austin, ranked number four in the national small- 
college polls. 

The Lumberjacks obtained their revenge four days 
later and gained a home-and-home split when they over- 
came a late Reddie attack and captured a 92-85 win. 
Davis and Don English led the Reddies with 22 points 
each. 

Before a roaring crowd, Henderson rebounded from 
their loss to SFA with a blazing fast-break which tumbled 
AIC newcomer Arkansas AMKN. Hitting 58% of their 
shots, the Redmen raced to a 102-87 victory. Davis’s 
33 points coupled with a 23-point output by Mike Peter- 
son gave the Reddies their first conference win. 

The Reddies repeated their season-opening win over 
School of the Ozarks with a 99-76 romp and followed 
with a 99-75 trouncing of Hendrix. Davis scored 23 of 
his 30 points in the first half of the Hendrix game while 
Mike Peterson took over the scoring reins in the second 
stanza with 18 of his 26 points. ‘ 

Sam Witherspoon, a 6'6” freshman, dumped in 20 
points to lead the Redmen past College of the Ozarks 
by a score of 90-77 as Henderson tuned-up for the 
oncoming Kiwanis Invitational Tournament.

Southern State held off a furious last-minute rally and 
edged the Reddies 70-69 in the tournament finals. Trailing 
70-60 with 1:24 left on the clock, the Redmen poured 
in four field goals and a free-throw to slice the margin 
to one at the buzzer. Danny Davis led the Reddie attack 
with 26 points. 

With Davis and Peterson unable to score consistently, 
John Herren took command and produced his best scor- 
ing performance in a Reddie uniform. Herren hit 15 field 
goals and 2 free throws for 32 points as Henderson took 
a 94-82 decision over State College. 

Balanced scoring was the key to the Reddies’ 81-53 
win over Arkansas College. Mike Peterson led the attack 
with 16 points, followed by Witherspoon with 14, Davis 
with 13, English with 13, and Herren with 10. 

Arkansas Tech rallied from a 46-38 halftime deficit and 
handed the Reddies their first conference loss in a 91-89 
breath-taker. Davis and Herren led the Reddies’ effort 
with 22 and 20 points respectively, while Mike Peterson 
contributed 19. 

Harding was the next to fall before the Reddies’ at- 
tack, as Danny Davis hit for 24 points, Don English for 
22, and John Herren for 19 in leading the Reddies to Southern State’s Al Flanigan can only watch as Donnie Matlock scores 
an 82-70 victory. on a reverse lay-up in the Kiwanis Tourney.

Before one of the largest crowds ever to witness a 
Reddie home game, Henderson rallied behind the solid 
scoring of Donnie Matlock to capture a decisive 78-61 
victory over championship-bound Southern State. Mat- 
lock came off the bench to score 24 points. 

The loss which proved to be one of the costliest of 
the season for the Reddies occurred when the Boll 
Weevils of Arkansas A&M upset the streaking Redmen 
with a startling 78-70 win. A&M’s victory nullified a 
balanced scoring effort by Danny Davis (17), Don En- 
glish (16), and John Herren (13). 

The Reddies slump continued when they lost to Ar- 
kansas AM&N 94-84. Mike Peterson led the Reddies’ 
scoring with 18 points followed by Danny Davis with 
17. Don English and Floyd Gentry each scored 14 points 
in the game. 

Ouachita Baptist’s surge in the final two minutes gave 
the cross-town rivals a 71-62 victory over the skidding 
eddies. The Tigers found a defense for everything 
except Mike Peterson’s rafter-scrapers as the big junior 
poured in eleven arching field goals and finished with 
25 points. 

The Reddies snapped their midseason skid by shel- 
lacking the Hendrix Warriors 91-77. Davis topped all 
scorers with 26 points while Peterson dumped in 20. 

It was the largest scoring output of the season for the 
Red Machine and one of the most amazing two-man 
scoring shows Reddies fans have witnessed. Mike Peter- 
son (31) and Danny Davis (30) combined for 61 points 
as Henderson outran College of the Ozarks 111-90.

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Cross-Country Team 


Led by senior James Baugus, the Reddie cross-country 
team became the first HSC team ever to qualify for the 
national cross-country meet held at William Jewel Col- 
lege in Liberty, Missouri. Under the coaching of David 
Burgess, the team competed in eight meets, each involv- 
ing a grueling 5-mile run, in a season which ran from 
late September to late November. The Reddie team 
earned the right to compete in the nationals by finishing 
third in AIC competition. 

Running for the Reddie team were James Baugus, 
Lutian Murphy, a junior, and sophomores Larry New- 
man, James Rowe, and Karl Koonce. 

Outside the AIC competition, several cross-country 
members also achieved prominence. Baugus raced to a 
16:18 clocking over the 5000 meter Burn’s Park course 
in Little Rock to win the Arkansas AAU state title. 
Baugus’s win came after a second place finish in the 
AAU 10-kilometer run two weeks earlier. Koonce fin- 
ished fifth in the 5000 meter run with Rowe placing 7th. 

Tabbed as the favorite by the Tulsa Daily World, 
Baugus finished third in a field of over fifty in the First 
Annual Oil Capitol Marathon. The Reddie runner cover- 
ed the 26-mile, 385-yard course in 2:41:11. Back in 
Arkansas, Baugus again finished third in the 4th annual 
AAU Marathon, held at Petit Jean Mountain, clocking 
a 2:46:21. 

Often running 10 miles before classes three days a week, James Baugus 


developed into one of the top distance men in both Arkansas and the 
Southwest.

The Reddie women’s basketball team achieved promi- 
nence in the state for the first time in several years by 
finishing 2nd in the annual Arkansas Women’s Extra- 
mural Sports Association state tournament. Under the 
leadership of Miss Jane Sevier, the Reddie women 
played an eight game schedule suffering only two de- 
feats. 

Spurred by a 23-point performance from Glenda Allen, 
the girls opened their season with a 67-58 thriller in 
double-overtime to Northeast Louisiana University. The 
action marked the beginning of the Southern State Col- 
lege Invitational Tournament.
